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PRESERVING BEAUTY 
John Fischer, editor of Harper’s maga­ 
zine, has issued a vigorous challenge to all 
Americans who are concerned ab out pre­ 
serving what natural b eauty 'remains in 
their surroundings. 
He urges them not 
merely to b ewail the despoilment of trees 
and grassy areas, b ut to take up the cudgels 
and do something ab out it. 
“Chances are,” Fischer writes, “that in 
your own town, at this very hour, some­ 
b ody is getting ready to b ulldoze away one 
of the few remaining meadows or patches 
of woods.” He b itterly attacks the conten­ 
tion that “a strip of greenery 
all luxury 
the taxpayers will never stand for” and 
adds with heavy irony, “After all, nob ody 
will ever enjoy it except the taxpayers, and 
their children, and their grandchildren.” 
Fischer quotes the late Bernard DeVoto’s 
description of the environs of many metro­ 
politan centers as “an uninterrupted eye­ 
sore of drive-ins, diners, souvenir stands, 
purulent amusement parks, cheapjack res­ 
taurants . . . a jerry-b uilt, neon-lighted, 
overpopulated slum.” He then comments: 
“Give us a few more decades, and most 
of the United States accessib le b y auto 
quite possib ly will look the same way—and 
b y that time the ruination of a once-splen- 
did continent will have gone so far that no 
remedy is possib le.” 
This is an extreme view, b ut it is close 
enough to the truth in many areas to war­ 
rant serious attention. Good citizens should 
concern themselves ab out the matter, for 
their own b enefit and for the sake of gen­ 
erations yet unb orn.

I got talking to a window w asher—you know, 
a fellow* who stands on a window' ledge a dozen 
or two stories ab ove the street, hooked on to a 
leather strap, washing windows, hopping from 
window ledge to w indow ledge, and causing a sen­ 
sitive person to look away for fear that he might 
drop. 
This was a rather good-looking fellow who 
somehow* made one feel that he ought to b e in an 
office. I asked a girl in my office why she thought 
he risked his life washing windows and she w as 
sure it was for the pay. But how- much pay could 
he get? I doub ted w hether he was paid as much 
as the young lady. 
So we finally got the story. The fellow had 
b een in the Marines. And he went to college and 
learned some kind of stuff under the G.I. Bill of 
Rights which required him to work indoors, at a 
desk, in an office. It made him nervous. 
He could not eat. He could not sleep nights. 
He smoked too much. He b ecame a nervous w reck. 
Inside work was not for an ex-M arine. 
So he got a job as a window w asher and he 
lost all his nervousness. He can stand on a ledge, 
20 stories or more ab ove the sidewalk, washing 
a window and he feels fine. 
He now eats well. He sleeps well. Everything 
is O.K. 
So it only goes to show that w hat is one m an’s 
m eat is another m an’s poison and that nob ody 
can set up rules that hold for everyb ody. That is 
one of the troub les with the world today. Every 
government is trying' to fit all its people into 
molds. 
For instance, even in this country, we now 
have a propaganda to turn out more scientists and 
engineers and the college b oys are b eing m ajored 
and minored until they get not an education b ut 
a training which is a very different thing. That 
jockey, Bill Pearson, on “The $64,000 Question,” 
seems to me to b e an educated man, b ut I have 
met m any im portant engineers and scientists and 
b usinessmen who are regarded as wonders in their 
fields b ut who know no history, no art, no philos­ 
ophy, no music. In a word, they have lived long 
and prosperously b ut without education. 
They 
have college degrees b ut no culture. 
Perhaps we need to b ecome a nation of chess 
players to develop realistic, com petent minds that 
can think b eyond the advertiser’s slogans to the 
components of a prob lem and the facts that chal­ 
lenge human conduct. In a word, here we face a 
coldly statistical fact that two nations, Soviet 
Russia and Red China, which were of slight sig­ 
nificance a decade ago, now are strong enough 
to challenge our existence and we still live in a 
realm of rocknnoll concepts. It is not only scien­ 
tists and engineers that we need b ut men of inde­ 
pendent thought and imaginative action. We need 
more educated men and women who can think 
for the doers. 
Teachers and professors are very touchy peo­ 
ple and they get very excited if one criticizes 
their little realms. But the question at issue is 
what has happened to that b rilliant, initiating, 
competent, go-getting American mind that de­ 
veloped our great industrial b ase not b y the 
routines of unimaginative, over-organized, apple- 
polishing m anagem ent that concerns itself prin­ 
cipally with security and seniority and fringe 
b enefits, b ut that took chances and risks and 
b uilt a private, personal fortune to b e used at 
will and left after death to a family? There was 
amb ition in that process and a trem endous excite­ 
m ent over life. 
The window w asher who left the fringe b ene­ 
fits of an office to stand on a ledge and wash win­ 
dows b ecause that is w hat he w ants to do seems 
to me to b e a sm art man who is doing w hat he 
chooses to do, for himself and for his own satis­ 
faction. He will not die of ulcers or a nervous 
b reakdown even if he never gets any fringe b ene­ 
fits. He has the courage of his convictions and 
risks his neck for them which he finds a more in­ 
teresting life experience than shining his trousers 
on a swivel chair waiting for a pension. 
And after the pension—w*hat comes? Surely 
after retirem ent and a pension m ust either come 
another job of work or decay and death.

W ashington—(N EA )— There’s 
hope that the great U. S. school­ 
teacher shortage will b e in rea­ 
sonab le b alance b y 19 62. This 
means 
that

years 
there will b e enough new teach­ 
ers entering the profession to 
take care of the new schoolrooms 
that will b e opened to take care 
of growing population, plus re­ 
placement for teachers who re­ 
sign, retire or die. W ithin 10 
years it is b elieved teacher sup­ 
ply will b e in full b alance with 
the demand. 
This first good word on Ameri­ 
ca’s run-down educational sys­ 
tem comes from National Edu­ 
cation Association’s Commission 
on Teacher Education. It has 
surveyed this June’s crop of col­ 
lege and normal school gradu­ 
ates and found an increase in the 
num b er educated for teaching. 
This trend is expected to contin­ 
ue over the next six to 10 years 
It is partially the result of an 
active recruiting program run b y 
an organization called Future 
Teachers of America. It has 3,000 
high school and 600 college chap­ 
ters.

New Ko rean Crisis Called 
Pro o f o f Reds' Duplicity

W ashington, 
June 
1 — The 
sham of “peaceful co-existence” 
has b een revealed. 
The Korean Arm istice Agree­ 
m ent has b een torn to shreds b y 
the Communists. 
Yet Moscow, which supplies 
amm unition and aircraft to the 
Communist 
arm ies 
in 
N orth 
Korea, still hopes to deceive the 
free world with the idea that 
the Kremlin has only peaceful 
intentions 
tow ard 
the 
other 
memb ers of the United Nations. 
A formal announcement, made 
b y 
the 
United Nations 
Com­ 
m and at Panmunjom. has just 
b een given out here at the De­ 
partm ent of State. It says that, 
although the arm istice agree­ 
m ent 
has 
b een 
in effect 
for 
three years, there has b een a 
“notab le and persistent failure” 
of the arm istice arrangem ents. 
Specifically, 
the 
announce­ 
ment, made on b ehalf of the six­ 
teen nations which fought the 
aggressors in Korea, states that 
inspections have b een frustrated 
and airfields have b een b uilt in 
N orth Korea in violation of the 
arm istice. The statem ent says: 
“ THE FAILURE of your side 
to report introductions of com­ 
b at aircraft is particularly con­ 
spicuous, since your side now 
m aintains in N orth Korea b e­ 
tween 400 and 500 such aircraft, 
more than half of which are jet 
fighters or b omb ers, whereas you 
had none in that area at the 
tim e the arm istice 
agreem ent 
was signed.” 
This is b ut one of many in­ 
fractions of the arm istice. The 
whole spirit and letter of the 
agreem ent has b een disregarded 
b y the Communists b ecause they 
do not allow the neutral inspec­ 
tion team s to operate in the 
north while the UN has per­ 
m itted the Communist team s to 
go anywhere in South Korea. 
This is a striking example of 
b ad faith. It is a dem onstration 
of how little credence can b e 
put into even the w ritten word 
¡of the Kremlin and its allies, 
to say 
nothing of 
the 
many

pronouncements 
of 
piety 
! and 
peacefulness 
that 
come 
through the radio and the press 
almost daily. 
The UN announcem ent deals 
unequivocally with a disturb ing 
situation. 
The 
President 
has 
yielded to the pleas of some of 
the “peaceful co-existence’’ ad­ 
vocates b y letting General Tw in­ 
ing, Chief of Staff of the U. S. 
Air Force, go to Moscow for the 
air show there. The whole pur­ 
pose on the part of the Soviets 
is 
to 
b uild 
respectab ility. 
It 


means a good 
deal * internally 
when the gangster governm ent 
in Moscow* gets the b enefit of 
American and British participa­ 
tion in high diplomatic and mili­ 
tary conferences — the Russian 
people are led to b elieve America 
approves 
of 
the 
totalitarian 
| regime. 
ALL OF THIS tends to give 
the people b ehind the iron cur­ 
tain the idea that the Moscow 
governm ent stands high in the 
world and that the free nations 
are ready and prepared to wel­ 
come the Soviet rulers in fur­ 
ther conferences 
and 
negotia­ 
tions. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
enslaved 
peoples, and particularly the un­ 
derground 
organizations 
which 
are striving to keep b urning the 
sparks tnat must ultim ately b e 
inflamed if revolt is to occur, 
are b eginning to wonder if there 
is a 
delib erate plot 
afoot 
in 
W ashington to discourage and 
frustrate their efforts. 
The Korean arm istice episode 
comes, therefore, 
as a 
timely 
warning to those who have b e­ 
gun to fall for the deceptive 
propaganda of the Soviets. Reu­ 
b en 
Rob ertson, Deputy Secre­ 
tary of Defense, who has just 
returned here from a tw enty- 
five-day inspection trip to the 
F ar East and who visited Korea 
recently says: 
“ THE BUILD-UP of weapons 
and air strips b y the Communists 
in N orth Korea is very disturb ­ 
ing. It is in violation of the arm ­ 
istice. There is need for a differ­ 
ent situation than now exists. It 
m ust b e solved within the next 
year.” 
Am erican troops stand guard 
in Korea. They can b e attacked 
at any m oment if the Commu­ 
nists choose to provoke an en­ 
gagem ent and b lam e it on the 
other side. It is a delicate situa­ 
tion that 
will 
not 
b e 
solved 
b y futher appeasem ent of the 
Communists, either in Peking or 
in Moscow. 
The net effect now of the an­ 
nouncem ent b y the UN is a 
suspension of inspection privi­ 
leges hitherto given in South 
Korean territory to the so-called 
‘n eutral’ team s — those of the 
Communist stooges, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 
But on the 
world 
s t a g e 
b roadly speaking, how can the 
Soviet Union continue to talk of 
“peace” when it aids an ag- 
gessor to violate a signed m ili­ 
tary agreem ent? Sm all w*onder 
that “peaceful co-existence” is 
losing its appeal cts a slogan of 
sincerity. For it is rapidly prov­ 
ing to b e a sample of insincerity.

He could have b een 
prosecuted on other charges, b ut 
he accepted a pleasant term of 
b anishm ent to a sanitarium on 
the charitab le pretext that he 
was the victim of a “compulsion 
neurosis” w*hich forced him to 
commit crimes against his will. 
Gailm or’s 
sponsor 
was 
the 
Electronics 
Corporation 
of 
America 
which 
m anufactured 
highly secret items for m ilitary 
rad ar devices under an exclu­ 
sive contract 
of a $6,000.000 
order. 
Samuel 
Novick 
was 
president. 
Toward the end of the w ar 
in Europe, the Russian arm ies 
lured the survivors of the Polish 
forces into the open in W ar­ 
saw to b e slaughtered b y the 
Germans. 
The 
Russians 
held 
b ack at the outskirts of W ar­ 
saw until the Poles were de­ 
stroyed and then took over the 
ruins as the Germans fell b ack 
westward. 
During the ensuing 
confusion, the Russians set up a 
dummy governm ent called the 
Lub lin com m ittee to estab lish a 
“dem ocratic” regime for Poland.

manhood into a hopeless uprising 
against the Germans, the Rus­ 
sians now had no m ilitary prob ­ 
lem rem aining in Poland. 
Gailmor had b een a sneaking 
figure in two New York news­ 
paper shop» where he and an ac­ 
complice planted themselves in 
the radio dep>artment.

them to poison the b roadcasts.

Am erican 
Broadcasting 
Company under Ed Nob le, a fa­ 
vored New Dealer who had ac­ 
quired great w ealth in radio, 
was very high on Gailmor. No­ 
b le was' just ab out to present 
G ailm or as a sustaining fea­ 
ture on a national netw ork w hen 
he was shown proof that he was 
a crook and a reasonab le fac- 
simile of a Communist. Reluc- j 
tantly, Nob le changed his plans 
and Gailm or rattled around un­ 
til he latched onto H enry W al­ 
lace in his cam paign as the pres­ 
idential candidate of the Com­ 
m unists in 19 48. Gailmor b arn- j 
storm ed with Bub b lehead, pass­ 
ing the hat as a volunteer. 
A rthur Alexandrovich Adams

He first came here as an as­ 
sistant to Ludwig M artens in 
19 19 . He left ab out 19 21 b ut 
returned several tim es as the

sentative of Amo Motors, the 
first autom ob ile company in So­ 
viet Rusia.

In 19 38 he was b ack on fake 
papers, and the com m ittee’s re­ 
port,

To set up a pretense tha t 
he was just a designer of m a­ 
chinery at low* wages he handed 
$1,875 to Sam uel J. W egman, 
of Hollywood, now* dead, from 
which W egman paid him $75 a 
week in New York. 
Gailm or b ears, in a way of 
speaking, a charm ed life. A city 
editor of the New* York H erald 
Trib une fam iliarly 
called 
him 
"Bill” during a b roadcast long 
after Gailm or had b een exposed. 
They were on the air to plug a 
b ook which the city editor had 
w ritten. This incident, too, was 
exposed, b ut Gailmor, the city 
editor, and the H erald Trib une 
were ab le to laugh it off. 
A few weeks 
ago, 
Gailm or 
b ob b ed up again, this tim e as a 
dignitary in a religious gath­ 
ering of gullib le citizens of the 
faith which, in the personnel 
records of Am erican B roadcast­ 
ing Company, he had form erly 
renounced in the flat statem ent 
“religion—none.”

East missed his chance to be 
a hero at the first trick . West 
opened the k ing of clubs, and 
East 
timidly play ed 
low. He 
should have overtak en with the 
ace of clubs in order to lead out 
the ace and then a low heart. 
The best defense against a cross­ 
ruff is toje a d trumps as often 
as possible. 
East actually play ed a low 
Club, and West shifted to the 
queen of spades at the second 
trick . Declarer won in dummy 
with the ace, ruffed a club, 
cashed the ace of diamonds, and 
ruffed a diamond in dummy . He 
continued by ruffing another club 
in his own hand and another dia­ 
mond in dummy . 
All was going well, but South 
foresaw that he would run out of 
cards to ruff in his own hand. If 
he eventually led a spade from 
the dummy . East would hop up 
with the k ing of spades in order 
to lead out two rounds of trumps. 
While 
this 
thought 
went 
through declarer’s mind he led 
the last club from the dummy . 
East 
discarded a 
spade, 
and 
South seized the opportunity to 
discard his remaining spade. 
West 
won 
the 
trick 
but 
couldn’t lead a trump. When 
West led a spade, South could 
ruff and continue the cross-ruff.

East could over-ruff with the ace 
of hearts, and could then lead 
one trump back , but this was not 
enough to defeat the contract. 
Perhaps y ou saw that East 
missed a second chance to be a 
hero. When the fourth club is 
led from dummy , East must step 
up with a small trump. If al­ 
lowed to hold the trick , East can 
lead out two rounds of trumps. If 
South over-ruffs, East will get 
the lead with the k ing of spades 
in time to lead two rounds of 
trumps. This will defeat the con­ 
tract.

Lev el leaders hav e v ery lim it­ 
ed v alue and no m atter w hat 
their length may be they seldo m 
help yo ur casting. Tapered lead­ 
ers, o n the o ther hand, will put 
m o re fish in the creel because 
the heav y butt end ties to the 
line will turn o v er smo o thly in 
the cast, and the fine tip end is 
alm o st inv isible o n the w ater. 
The great m ajo rity o f co m­ 
mercially tied tapered leaders 
are to o 
light 
fo r 
mo dern-day 
fly lines. While the line m akers 
hav e made great strides in flo at- 
ability 
and 
impro v ed 
desigms, 
leader making rem ains an o ld- 
fashio ned affair. 
THEY SEEM to wo rk o n the 
theo ry that when a light dry fly 
leader is wanted, it sho uld be 
th at way all the way thro ugh. 
As a result, the butt o r heav y 
ends will m easure .015 to .012, 
while the fine ends o r po ints will 
run fro m .005 to .007 o r .008 , de­ 
pending o n w hether it is listed 
as light, medium, o r heav y. 
On the o ther hand, the tapered 
end o f the av erage American line 
will 
m easure 
abo ut .030, 
o r 
ro ughly twice the size o f the 
j leader butt. This difference in 
diam eter m akes a rath er abrupt 
jump fro m line end to leader that 
is no t co nduciv e to satisfacto ry 
handling o f the cast. 


A LONG LEADER may be as 
fine as yo u like o n the po int, but 
unless it has so me t>o dy at the 
line end. which can be attained 
by a sufficient diam eter, it is 
likely to pro v e a rath er futile 
affair in casting.

sho uld 
be gradual,
